The associa- 
tion sold these animals individually to 
various stock raisers. The money net- 
ted by the transaction was used in 
further promotion of the purebred 
cause by purchasing 8 purebred bull 
calves. 
The calves were then dis- 


tributed by lot among the members of 
the association. Thus the co-operative 
effort of the association has made pos- 
sible raising the stock standards on 
the farms of practically the entire 
community, having brought into the 
county $10,000 worth of well-bred live 
stock.

Inflation and High Prices 


Iu July, 1014, the paper - currency 


'ia circulation in this country was 3 
percent in excess of the gold reserve. 
In December, 1019, the ratio had in- 
creased.until the paper^exteeeded the 
gold (by 92 percent. In the same per- 
fod oif time the cost of living, that-is, 
the cost of all items entering into 
the family "budget, increased approx- 
imately 85, percent. It is more than a 
coincidence that the degree of in- 
flation of currency and prices bear 
so close a relation to each other. In- 
crease of price is the inevitable cor- 
ollary of currency inflation, and jnst 
so long as ipaper money is permit- 
ted to flood the country just so long 
will the present high-price r wave 
continue. Sporadic attempts of Mr. 
Palmer, or 'of Secretary Balcer 
through his army stores, to reduce 
living costs are spectacular (but their 
effect is slight and wholly temporary: 


Census figures are being made pu- 


blic in "Washington, and incidentally 
some cities are doing a little crow- 
ing—cutting a <lash—throwing on 
aOK__%ecanlse of their marvelous in- 
crease in population. But while there 
has been in many^ cases a healthy 
and legitimate increase, yet investi- 
gation sho-ws tnat ome of the "mar- 
velous leaips'' were caused hy annex- 
ing outside territory. We have done 
n little increasing ourselves in' the 
'ast ten years, but we do not care 
4i- luiniiliate our neighboring villag- 
es by annexing thorn to- this thriving 
town.

In the olden days Mrs. Housewife 


would call for a chuck steak, round 
steak, as well as an occasional porter- 
house. Mrs. Housewife now knows 
only one steak, and that is the porter- 
house, which is naturally the most ex- 
pensive, as it is the most called for, 
and it logically must stand the extra 
expense. If is the world old Jaw of 
•supply and demand. 


Uow many housewives know that 


from the chuck they ran get stenlis, 
boiling beef, pot roasts and stew 
meats? 
The carcass (excepting the 


loins and ribs) contains meats that 
are just as appetizing, delicious and 
nutritious as the more expensive cuts, 
wliich are the ribs and loins. Un- 
fortunately, however, custom recently 
has dictated that the ribs and loins 
be considered the more popular, hence 
the cheaper cuts have really gone out 
of their own. 


A few years ago the average house

Among the many appetizing uses of 


the chuck are roasts, . steaks, pot 
roasts, stews, boiling beef, pot pie 
meat and hamburger, with the fore 
shank for soup meat and soup bones. 


There has lately arisen such'a r 


markable demand for one or two ex- 
pensive Hinds of meats that- people 
who" formerly were entirely satisfied 
with what represents the less ex- 
pensive portions never even think of 
calling for them. At the same time 
they continually complain of their 
meat bills without stopping to analyze 
the reason. 


"Is that the best you have?" seems 


to be the by-word. The more it costs 
the more people want it. The less ex- 
pensive (although often very good ar- 
ticles), go begging. If a dealer has to 
buy-a certain portion of the cheaper 
articles along with his good articles 
and he cannot'sell the "cheaper ones. 
YOU pay the price lor what he is 
obliged to lose. The same applies to 
meats. 
The butcher pays a certain 


price for the cattle and he must get 
that price out of them. If the demand, 
as stated above, all runs to one or two 
different cuts, those cuts that are in 
demand must make up the loss on so- 
called cheaper meats, while if there 
was flu equal selling distribution on 
the entire carcass, there would not be 
so much comply int of the high cost of 
meat. 
Every housewife personally should 


make inquiries of her butcher aa to 
the different cuts of meat.
